SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Colrain: 


FELLOW CirizeNs.— The past year has been an unusual 
one in many ways. While the general expense of conducting 
our town affairs has not perceptably changed from that of 
former years, there are two items of expense that have 
assumed such proportions as to be almost viewed as a 
calamity. The first item, which is the support of the poor, 
will be taken up under that head. The other item of great 
expense is the maintenance of our highways. The August 
flood wrought havoc with our hill roads and small bridges. 
The best estimate that we could make of what the cost of 
putting the roads into passable condition proved too small 
and after using up the $5,000 borrowed as an emergency 
fund, we still have more than $1,000 of unpaid bills that must 
go over to another year as old bills.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


FELLow Citizens: We herewith present our annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1915. 

You will see by our financial statement that we have not 
been able to keep our expenditures within our appropriation. 
The increased cost of labor along all lines of work is respon- 
sible for this deficit. We were obliged to borrow $500 in order 
to meet the last payment to the teachers. ‘There is due the 
town from the State $937.35 for high school transportation, 
which could not be paid by the State, when due, as their 
appropriation had been exhausted and thus this amount does 
not show in our resources for this year. ‘There is also due us 
for tuition for pupils from out of town $42. Our reports 
show a deficit of $1,123.34, but to offset this we have due us 
$979.35, leaving a net deficit of $143.99. ‘There remains also 
about $350 in unpaid bills. Under these circumstances we 
are obliged to ask for the same appropriation for this coming 
year as you made at the last annual town meeting. 

The expense of keeping up our schools is becoming a serious 
matter. During the summer vacation the members of this 
committee visited every school house in this town and made a 
list of the repairs needed. It was a long list, especially for 
the older buildings and it was impossible to have them all 
done and very difficult to decide what should be done and what 
left to another year. 

As many repairs were made as possible, even more than our 
finances warranted, and yet many important things were left 
undone and give just cause for criticism. 

We call your attention to the report of the School Physician 
and his opinion of the condition of school rooms and out 
buildings. It has never been the custom to clean the school 
houses thoroughly more than once a year; they should be 
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cleaned at the very least every term, besides more thorough 
janitor work every week, but this is impossible without greatly 
increased expense so that to the present time we have been 
unable to do any more along this line. Formerly the teachers 
and older pupils did something toward keeping the school- 
rooms clean without extra pay, but at present our janitor bills 
have greatly increased without a corresponding improvement 
in many of the schools. 

The expense for teachers is also largely increased, but we 
still do not keep up with the demand, and a bill is now before 
the Legislature that if passed will compel us to pay still more 
than we do now. 


It is well to employ good teachers and to pay them good 
salaries, and all the improvements that can be suggested for 
sanitary and comfortable school houses, sufficient books and 
supplies, ete., are heartily approved and desired by this ecom- 
mittee, but it is impossible to carry out all these things even 
in the simplest way without more money than has ever yet 
heen appropriated. 

In some towns the parents of the school children co-operate 
in making the school houses attractive and in improving con- 
ditions, but in Colrain most things are left to the town and 
many of those working for the town ask the highest price for 
their labor. 

We ask the citizens of Colrain to consider these facts both 
when making the school appropriation and also when criticis- 
ing school conditions. 

We are glad to report a-decided advance in equipment for 
vocational work in our schools. We have received this year 
from Colrain Grange from their fund for Community work, 
the sum of $25, the same amount from the town and gifts and 
other help from interested friends. With this fund we have 
been able to furnish Adamsville school with a work bench, a 
kitchen cabinet, an oil cook stove, a set of table dishes and an 
outfit of cooking utensils. At the Foundry village schools, a 
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kitchen cabinet and a set of chairs for the little children. For 
the Centre schools a kitchen cabinet was purchased with 
money earned by the children of those schools some years ago; 
to this has been added a set of dishes and cooking utensils. 

The cooking outfits were purchased for us by Miss Water- 
man and Miss Sholes of the North Adams Normal School,. 
who kindly gave their interest and time in selecting the out- 
fits, and we are greatly indebted to them and to Mr. Frank 
Murdock who had them forwarded to us. If as much work 
can be done every year, in a short time every school in town 
will be able to carry on as much of this useful work as will 
be necessary for the good of the children and will enable 
this town to compare favorably with others who are already 
doing this work. 

We wish to call special attention to the report of Superin- 
tendent Smith and the changes he considers advisable in our 
schools.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


T'o the School Committee and Citizens: 


The total number of pupils examined during the past year 
was three hundred and nineteen. Of these there were seventy- 
nine that were given a card of poor health in some form or 
other. Most of the reports were for diseased tonsils or 
adenoids and most of the cases affected by either had bad 
teeth and altogether too many are negligent with the teeth, 
and I think the teacher should call the attention of the harm- 
ful effects of neglected and bad teeth to the child often enough 
to get the desired results, namely, careful attention and pride 
in the care of the teeth, for with care to the teeth a child will 


also have pride in general cleanliness and appearance. 


There has been a very good response to the attention of 
diseased tonsils and adenoids reported to the parents the past 
year, and in one school as many as six children were operated 
on during the two weeks following the report of these con- 
ditions. The general condition of the school rooms were not 
as good as they should be, floors not swept often or carefully 
enough and the toilets and privies were badly neglected in 
most cases. ‘l'here have been no epidemics during the year to 
interfere with the attendance and as a rule the health of the 


children was remarkably good.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee: 


Jt is with pleasure that I herewith submit this, my fourth 
annual repoit of the public schools. 

There is little new to be said this year in connection with 
the schools. We are working along the same lines as for the 
last three years, seeking an improvement in all directions in 
each of the schools. Without giving any pupil or grade more 
time than is its due, we are endeavoring to keep each child up 
to his best effort. 

Thanks to the increased appropriation last year, the sur- 
roundings of the pupils, and their requirements for books and 
supplies, have been better met than for several years heretofore. 
It is hoped that next year the school buildings may be still 
further repaired, and the demands of instruction more fully 
met; for while conditions this last year have been better, they 
have not been all that efficiency in the schools really requires. 
It will take some time to make up for the period during whic) 
the demands for new books were not promptly met. 

The environment of the children have much bearing upon 
their interests and enthusiasm in their studies. Surely the 
pupils at the Foundry school, in their rooms which are so much 
brighter and gloom dispelling, can enter into their school 
work with greater zest. here is no longer the depressing 
infuence to grect one who enters the building. Other build- 
ings have also been made to give, by the repairs that they have 
undergone, a spirit of restful energy that is pleasant to note. 

It would be an easy matter to place a metal jacket about 
exch of the stoves in the rural schools. This would cause the 
heat to be better distvibuted throughout the rooms, and afford 
more comfort, and hence better work on the part of teachers 
and pupils rear the stoves. This could be done, even if no 
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fresh air inlets were made. 

The outhouses, of which I have spoken in previous reports, 
should receive serious consideration at your hands. With 
slight modifications the evils spoken of before exist now. 

The school yards should be better graded as a matter of 
health, as well as a matter of xsthetic taste. | 

Alternation in studies has been extended this year, thereby 
increasing opportunities for fewer recitations with longer 
periods. 

The School Committee handles a large amount of material 
in the form of books, pencils, paper and other supplies. It 
also has a large amount of clerical work to be done in econ- 
nection with books, supphes, census, reports to the different 
State commissions, and considerable business within the town 
itself, and general conduct of the schools. At present, it has 
no headquarters and has to meet at a private residence. Sup- 
plies are kept in a partially boxed-in portion of the Town Hall. 
The closet is not large enough to hold the supplies and have 
them arranged in such shape that the article or book wanted 
may be found without waste of time that could be used with 
greater value in some other way. Also, this room is bitterly 
cold for three or four months during the school year. This 
condition makes it more difficult to distribute books and 
material to the schools when needed. ‘The school department 
has need of headquarters in which to transact its large and 
important part of the town’s business. It should be con- 
veniently arranged for the distribution of supplies and for 
the meetings of the School Committee. It would seem as 
though the school records and school business should find a 
home in this place. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


CHAPTER 502. Sercrion 1. The school committee of every 
city and town in the commonwealth shall appoint one or more 
school physicians, shall assign one to each public school within 
its city or town, and shall provide them with all proper facili- 
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ties for the performance of their duties as prescribed in this 
act; and shall assign one or more to perform the duty of ex- 
amining children who apply for health certificates in accord- 
ance with this act: provided, however, that in cities wherein 
‘the board of health is already maintaining or shall hereafter 
maintain substantially such medical inspection as this act 
requires, the board of health shall appoint and assign the 
school physician. 


EXAMINATION AND DIAGNOSIS TO BE MADE. 


SECTION 2. Every school physician shall make a prompt 
examination and diagnosis of all children referred to him as 
hereinafter provided, and such further examination of teachers, 
janitors and school buildings as in his opinion the protection of 
the health of the pupils may require. Every school physician 
who is assigned to perform the duty of examining children who 
apply for health certificates shall make a prompt examination 
of every child who wishes to obtain an age and schooling 
certificate, as provided in section sixty of chapter five hundre.l 
and fourteen of the acts of the year nineteen hundred anil 
nine, and who presents to said physician an employment ticke*, 
as provided in said section, and the physician shall certify in 
writing whether or not in his opinion such child is in suffi- 
ciently sound health and physically able to perform the work 
which the child intends to do. 

SecTION 3. The school committee shall cause to be re- 
ferred io a school physician for examination and diagnosis 
every child returning to school without a certificate from the 
board of health after absence on account of illness or from un- 
known cause; and every child in the schools under its jurisdic- 
tion who shows signs of being in ill health or of suffering from 
infectious or contagious disease, unless he is at once exclude: 
from school by the teacher; except that in the case of schools 
in remote and isolated situations the school committee mav 
make such other arrangements as may best carry out the pur- 
poses of this act. 


ys 


NOTICE: TO BE SENT TO PARENT OR GUARDIAN. 


Srorion 4. The school committee shall cause notice of the 
disease or defects, if any, from which any child is found to be 
suffering to be sent to his parent or guardian. Whenever a 
child shows symptoms of smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, 
chickenpox, tuberculosis, diphtheria or influenza, tonsilitis, 
whooping cough, mumps, scabies or trachoma, he shall be sent 
home immediately. or as soon as safe and proper conveyance 
ean be found, and the board of health shall at onee be notified. 


CHaprer 75, Section 51. The board of health shall keep 
a record of all reports received pursuant to the two preceding 
sections, which shall contain the name and location of all per- 
sons who are sick, their disease, the name of the person who 
reports the case and the date of such report or other data re- 
quired by the state department of health. Such record shali 
be kept in such manner or upon such forms as shall be pre- 
scribed by the said department. Said board shall give im- 
mediate information to the school committee of all contagious 
diseases so reported to them. 


SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
[Approved March 12, 1915.] 


CHAITER 44, SEcTION 6. A child who has not been vac- 
cinated shall not be admitted to a public school except upon 
presentation of a certificate granted for cause stated therein, 
signed by a regular practising physician that he is not a fit 
subject for vaccination. A child who is a member of a house- 
hold in which a person is ill with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles, or any other infectious or contagious disease, 
or of a household exposed to such contagion from another 
household as aforesaid, shall not attend any public school dur- 
ing such illness until the teacher of the school has been fur- 
nished with a certificate from the board of health of the city 
or town, or from the attending physician of such person, stat- 
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ing that danger of conveying such disease by such child has 
passed. 


Cuaprer 44, Section 1. Every child between seven and 
fourteen years of age, every child under sixteen years of age 
who does not possess such ability to read, write and spell in the 
English language as is required for the completion of the 
fourth grade of the public schools of the city or town in which 
he resides, and every child under sixteen years of age who has 
not received an employment certificate as provided in this act 
and is not engaged in some regular employment or business 
for at least six hours per day or has not the written permission 
of the superintendent of schools of the city or town in which 
he resides to engage in profitable employment at home, shail 
attend a public day school in said city or town or some other 
day school approved by the school committee, during the entire 
time the public schools are in session, subject to such excep- 
tions as are provided for in sections four, five and six of this 
chapter and in section three of chapter forty-two of the Re- 
vised Laws, as amended by chapter four hundred and thirty- 
three of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and two and by 
chapter five hundred and thirty-seven of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and eleven; but such attendance shall not 
be required of a child whose physical or mental condition is 
such as to render attendance inexpedient or impracticable, or 
who is being otherwise instructed in a manner approved in 
advance by the superintendent of schools or the school com- 
mittee. The superintendent of schools, or teachers in so far 
as authorized by said superintendent or by the school com- 
mittee, may excuse cases of necessary absence for other causes 
not exceeding seven day sessions or fourteen half-day sessious 
in any period of six months. For the purposes of this section, 
school committees shall approve a private school only when 
the instruction in all the studies required by law is in the 
English language, and when they are satisfied that such in- 
struction equals in thoroughness and efficiency, and in the

progress made therein, the instruction in the public schools in 
the same city or town; but they shall not refuse to approve a 
private school on account of the religious teaching therein. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE REGULATED. 


SECTION 2. Every person having under his control a child 
as described in section one shall cause him to attend school as 
therein required, and, if he fails for seven day sessions or 
fourteen half-day sessions within any period of six months 
while such control obtains, to cause such child so to attend 
school, he shall, upon complaint by an attendance officer and 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars, and no physical or mental condition which is 
capable of correction, or which renders the child a fit subject 
for special instruction at public charge in institutions other 
than public day schools, shall avail as defence under the pro- 
visions of this or the preceding section, unless it shall be made 
to appear that the defendant has employed all reasonable 
measures for the correction of the condition and the suitable 
instruction of the child. 


Whoever induces or attempts to induce a child to absent 
himself unlawfully from school, or employs or harbors a child 
while school is in session, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten nor more than fifty dollars. 


PROVISIONS RELATING TO EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN BETWEEN 
FOURTEEN AND SIXTEEN YEARS OF AGE. 


CHarrer 514, Srcricn 57. No child between fourteen and 
sixteen years of age shall be employed or be permitted to work 
in, about or in connection with any factory, workshop, manu- 
facturing, mechanical or mercantile establishment unless the 
person, firm or corporation employing such child procures and 
keeps on file accessible to the attendance officers of the city or 
town, to agents of the board of education, and to the state 
board of labor and industries or its authorized agents or in- 
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spectors, the employment certificate as hereinafter provided 
issued to such child, and keeps a complete list of the names 
and ages of all such children employed therein conspicuously 
posted near the principal entrance of the building in which 
such children are employed: provided, however, that children 
who are over fourteen but under sixteen years of age shall be 
permitted to work in mercantile establishments on Saturdays 
between the hours of seven in the morning and six in the even- 
ing, without such certificate. On termination of the employ- 
ment of a child whose employment certificate is on file, said 
certificate shall be returned by the employer within two days 
after said termination to the office of the superintendent of 
schools from which it was issued. 


HABITUAL SCHOOL OFFENDERS. 


CHAPTER 46, SecTion 5. A child under sixteen years of 
age who persistently violates the reasonable regulations of the 
school which he attends, or otherwise persistently misbehaves 
therein, so as to render himself a fit subject for exclusion 
therefrom, shall be deemed to be an habitual school offender, 
and, unless placed on probation as provided in setcion seven 
of said chapter forty-six may, upon complaint by an attend- 
ance officer and conviction thereof, be committed to a county 
training school. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


As in the other towns of my district, greater unity of 
action is recommended among the Board of Health, the School 
Committee, and the School Physician, to the end that all may 
be working harmoniously for the same object. Rules or 
directions for governing all probable cases of iliness should be 
drawn and placed in the hands of each teacher. These rules 
should, of course, represent the combined judgments of the 
three town departments mentioned above. So far as statutes 
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are concerned, the teachers have no copies of them; and if 
they had, they would not meet the needs, as they are not 
detailed enough A greater use of the medical 
inspection department may be made along the street-car line, 
at least by referring tu the School Physician cases of absence 
for causes unknown, also by more frequent visits of the 
physician to these schools. I think more frequent visits would 
tend to increase school attendance, and thus scholarship would 
be a gainer. 

We certainly should make a change in our text book in 
grammar; the one in use is far too difficult for grammar 
grade children, under the conditions that obtain in our town. 
‘The arithmetic used is also unsuited to our schools. Our first 
book in geography fails to meet the requirements of the 
lowest grade using the book. With the exception of a very. 
few histories bought this last year, our histories are both out 
of date, and also out of harmony with the method of teaching 
history that includes giving a background, pertaining to 
older nations than ours. 

Sickness among teachers and pupils seriously interfered 
with our schools during the month of January. At the 
present writing one school is closed, and another school is in 
the hands of a substitute; two schools have just opened after 
a closure of severaldays. At the close of this report, copies of 
laws in regard to medical inspection and to school attendance 
may be found. 

A bill before the present Legislature requires School Com- 
mittees to draw rules and regulations defining the duties of 
School Committee, superintendent, teachers, and janitors. It 
also requires that the forms of procedure under possible cases 
that might arise shall be definitely known. ‘This law, if 
carried out, would tend to prevent misunderstandings, and 
also, to shift the burden of decisions from one School Com- 
mitteeman, in the cases presented to him, to the rules of the 
School Committee, such rulings have been made before the 
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cases to which they applied arose. These rulés of proc. du.e 
would have the advantage of having been made after reason- 
able discussion and due deliberation, and for that reason, 
would be of greater weight than any hasty decision by a 
School Committeeman or Superintendent. 

Through aid from the Grange and other outside sources, 
kitchen cabinets and cooking utensils have been placed in 
several buildings. ‘his will enable teachers to take up the 
valuable projects connected with home duties, and thus 
dignify, as a person said, the occupation of housewife. 

We have teachers who are doing excellent work; it is hoped 
that salaries for next year may be made large enough to retain 
their services.
